At a news conference, Fuji- 
yama said he would emphasize 
in his verbal reply that the 5o- 
viet allegations were 
merely on a few interpellations 
at past Diet sessions. 

The Foreign Minister said the 
Russian move was an apparent 
attempt to influence the forth- 
coming House of Representatives 
elections. He said that Japan's 
basic policy on nuclear problems 
remained unchanged and that 
the Japanese Government was 
earnestiy hoping that both the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States and Britain would dis- 
card nuclear weapons. He add- 
ed the present issue, even if it 
developed further, would fail to 
affect this Government policy. 

Meanwhile, the Government 
yesterday decided to send its 
reply next week to Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev’'s letter con- 
cerning prohibition of nuclear 
weapon tests. 

Prime Minister Nobusuke Ki- 
shi and Chief Cabinet Secretary 
Kiichi Aichi decided yesterday 
morning to give final approval 
to a draft of the letter after 
Kishi returns to Tokyo Sunday 
night. The draft has already 
been written. 

Kishi left Tokyo for a stump- 
ing tour of Kanto area yesterday 
after the meeting with Aichi,

Yatesugi was credited by sourc- 
es in Japan with being the be- 
hind-the-scene figure who ar- 
ranged the Dec. 31 agreement 
to release detainees held by the 
two countries, which led to be- 
ginning the peace talks. 

Foreign Vice Minister Kim 
Dong Jo Friday in Seoul did not 
deny that Yatsugi might be com- 
ing to Korea in the near future. 


Yatsugi was scheduled to 
come to Korea this winter but 
the trip was cancelled. Presi- 
dent Rhee at the time wag re- 
ported as saying he would not

Foreign Minister Alichiro Fuji- 
yama yesterday called for in- 
ternational discussion as early as 
possible on an arms inspection 
system as preliminary’ to gen- 
eral disarmament talks. 

His statement clarified the 
Japanese Government's views 
on the growing discussion 
among world powers of chances 
for agreement between the East 
and West on a disarmament in- 
spection system. 

Speaking at a press confer- 
ence, Fujivama expressed the 
hope that a meeting for this pur- 
pose would be convened soon in 
connection with the United Na- 
tions. 

The Western nations in the 
last communique issued by the 
NATO Council May 7 declared 
themselves desirous of opening 
special technical discussions 
with Soviet representatives on 
detailed measures for disarma- 
ment control. 

Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev in a letter to President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower disclosed 
that the Russians were ready to 
hold a conference of technical 
experts to study an inspection 
system needed to halt nuclear 
weapon tests. 

Referring to these moves, 
Fujiyama said that Japan be- 
lieved the disarmament inspec- 
tion issue should be handled by 
the U.N. Disarmament Commit- 
tee. However, he went on, Ja- 
pan is prepared to give in and 
agree on the debates by other 
bodies than the Disarmament 
Committee if the Soviets cling 
to their stand of boycotting 
the committee. 

Phe Foreign Minister ampli- 
fied Jepan’s stand by express- 
ing hope that over-all disarma- 
ment inspection talks would 
gct on the right track prompt- 
ed by the enforcement of sur- 
veillance for nuclear test sus- 
pension.

Lebanese 
Premier 
Blames Syria 


BEIRUT (UP)—Lebanon Pre- 
mier Sami Solh charged bilunt- 
ly Friday that the anti-Govern- 
ment rioting which has torn 
the country for the past week 
was masterminded by Syria. 

He said the uprising was a 
“planned maneuver to do away 
with the independence and in- 
tegrity of the country in order 
that it may be absorbed in 
other political organizations.” 

By “political organizations,” 
the Premier clearly meant to 
include President Nasser’s Uni- 
ted Arab Republic, although he 
did not mention it by name, 

Solh spoke in a radio appeal 
to the nation after a long Cabi- 
net meeting. He asked the 
Lebanese people to remain calm 
and cooperate with the govern- 
ment. 


The appeal came on the quiet- 
est day since the uprising erupt- 
ed in the northern port of Tri- 
poli a week ago. 

Friday three small bombs 
went off across the street from 
the Tapline building and occa- 
sional bursts of firing echoed 
from the banking section. But 
no large scale incidents were 
re . 

In his broadcast, the premier 
listed the acts of terrorism com- 
mitted in Lebanon during the 
past five days. 

He charged that the events in 
Lebanon “conform exactly to 
the written instructions which 
Belgian consul general Louis De 
San carried with him from 
Damascus (Syria) when he was 
caught red-handed smuggling 


arms into this peaceful coun- 
try.” 


Meeting in Tokyo Closes 


IOC to Set ’64 Site Next Year

International Olympic Com- 
mittee president Avery Brun- 
dage announced yesterday that 
the IOC will meet in Munich, 
Germany, next year, probably 
at the end of May, and select 
the site for the 1964 Olympic: 
Games, 


Brundage disclosed that mem- 
bers of the Asian National Olym- 
pic Committees, who are in To- 
kyo for the Third Asian Games, 
toki him at a discussion yester- 
day afternoon that the Olympic 
Games should be held some- 
times in Asia. 


“They said that in view of the 
time and money they have spent 
in competing elsewhere in the 
Olympic Games, the Games 
should be held once in a while 
in Asia,” Brundage said. “I 
thought that was a fair state 
ment.” 


Brundage told a news con- 
ference that the IOC had de- 
ferred to the next meeting a 
demand from the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation 
for a share in the proceeds of 
the Olympic Games, 

“The matter was deferred be- 
cause we have had such a small 
attendance at this congress,” 
Brundage said. “Many mem- 
bers were unable to attend be- 
cause of illnesses.” 

Of 68 members from 49 coun- 


tries, only 31 from 24 countries 


attended the three<lay congress 
which closed vesterday. 

Brundage said he understood 
that the IAAF had denied re. 
ports that it had threatened to 
set up rival world track cham- 
pionships if the organization did 
not get a cut in the Olympic 
gate. 


Brundage *voiced ‘strong op 
position to the IAAF demand. 
He declared that if it were ap 
proved, it would mean that 
other organizations would make 
the same demand and that even 
members of the national Olym- 
pic committees in the various 
countries might ask for ex- 
penses. 


Brundage said the amateur 
status of world skiing champion 
Toni Saller, which has been rais- 
ed because of his performance 
in motion pictures, was not dis- 
cussed at yesterday's final IOC 
session, 


Brundage said the [OC yester- 
day expressed disapproval of 
the use by commercial firms of 
pietures of Olympic contestants 
in advertising of their athletic 
goods, 

In this connection, Brundage 
disclosed that the Greek Gov- 
ernment wil, cooperate by call- 
ing an international convention 
in the “near future” for the 
protection of Olympic mottoes 
and emblems in the manner that 
Red Cross insignias are pro- 


| 


tected. 

Brundage made the following 
other points: 

~The IOC has sent letters to 
all international sports organiza- 
tions to maintain the high stand- 
ards of the Olympic Games, par- 
ticularly in judging in such 
sports where there is no break- 
ing of the tape or measurements 
in order to avert criticism. 

--The question of the three 


non-Communist IOC delegates 
from Hungary, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia, whom it has 


been reported the Communists 
have been trying to replace with 
party men, was not raised. Po- 
land wanted an additional mem- 
ber but it was denied. 

-—Russia’s proposal for an in- 
crease in the women’s events 
in track and field athietics was 
deferred until after the 1960 
Olympic Games because approval 
would mean changing the entire 
program for the Rome Games. 

-—North Korea has been 
denied entry in the Olympic 
Games. It has been told to 
combine with South Korea, 
the same as West and East 
Germany because a country 
cannot be represented by two 
delegations. 

~The I0C adopted by ac- 
clamation a resolution of 
thanks to the Japanese Olym- 
pie Committee and Tokyo city 
officials for their “wonderful 
hospitality.” 


With Promise 
From K’chev 
Of Any Help 


CAIRO (Kyodo-UP) — Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser re- 
turned from Moscow Friday 
with a Soviet promise of “all 
the necessary help” in his drive 
to unify the Arabs. 

Nasser got his promise at a 
farewell reception in the Krem- 
lin Thursday night. Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev told 
him “we want the unity and 
solidarity of the Arab people 
under your leadership.” 

He added, “You have our sym- 
pathy and you will have all the 
necessary help.” 


Algeria Warning 
BUDAPEST (Kyodo-Reuter) 


~—President Nasser said on his 
way home from Moscow here 
Friday that if the French “ac- 
tion” in Algeria was successful 
“the war in Algeria will be- 
come more severe.” 

He was understood to be re- 
ferring to the takeovers in Al- 
gerian towns by right wing 
“committees of public safety.” 

Nasser, who was met by 
Hungarian leaders including 
Prime Minister Ferenc Muen- 
nich during his 90-minute stop- 
over, said the French had ex- 
pelied Algerians living on the 
Tunisian border, destroyed 
their villages and their crops 
and were using aircraft guns 
and “the weapon of hunger” 
against them. 

Asked his reaction to the pos- 
sibility of Gen, De Gaulle’s lead- 
ing a French Government, he 
said the Algerian people will 
insist on fighting for independ- 
ence whatever Government 
there may be. 

Asked about the recent Leba- 
nese charge of Egyptian and 
Syrian intervention in Lebanon, 
he said “it is a practical move 
for Lebanon to divert atten- 
tion away from internal tcon- 
flicts to a conflict with another 
country ... It is easy to ac- 
cuse.” 

His Government had already 
refused to accept Lebanese pro- 
tests, and the Arab Republic re- 
fused to quarrel with Lebanon, 
he added. 


New USSR Fishery 
Talks Are Sought 


The Japanese Government 
has instructed # Ambassador 
Suemitsu. Kadowaki in Mos- 
cow to propose to Russia that 
talks be resumed on safe fish- 
ing in northern waters, a For. 
eign Office source said yester- 
day. 

The Foreign Office did not dis- 
close the contents of yesterday's 
instructions cabled to Kadowakti. 
According to the same source, 
however, the instructions are be- 
lieved to have stated: 

1. The safe fishing operations 
issue is a measure pending the 
conclusion of a peace treaty, and 
therefore should be handled se- 
parately from the peace treaty. 


2. The matter should be dis- 
cussed from the viewpoint of 
humanity since it will greatly 
affect the livelihood of smal! 
fishermen in Hokkaido. Settle- 
ment of the problem will can- 
tribute greatly to the promotion 
of friendly relations between 
Japan and the Soviet Union. 

3. Japan will not adhere to 
its draft agreement handed to 
the Soviet Union last summer in 
order’ to make it easier to 
straighten out this matter. If 
the Soviet Union makes its own 
proposal, Japan will be willing 
to take it up for study. 

On the safe fishing operations 
which has been pending since 
late last year, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment in March rejected 
Japan's bid for opening the 
talks. In its reply, the Russians 
claimed the question was inse- 
parable from the peace treaty is- 
sue.

cidation of their pathogenesis 
{origin and development) and, 
further, to the discovery of 
means to make them subside.” 

In the report in the authori- 
tative Journal of the American 
Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, the cancer 
sleuths said: 

“Laborious efforts of many of 
our predecessors have been con- 
centrated on the problem of 
finding a substance which ex- 
ists only in malignant tumors 
and never in normal tissues, 
but such efforts have been un- 
successful up to the present.” 

An observer at the American 
Cancer Society, asked to com- 
ment on the report, said: 

“This could be a significant 
development, but first, however, 
it must be amply confirmed by 
other investigators. 

“At this time it cannot be ac- 
cepted as applying to all can- 
cers and jt offers, at this stage, 
no immediate hope for those 
who are now ill with cancer. 

“If the findings are confirmed 
and extended, however, it will 
give science a new chemical 
clue as to how the cancer cell 
is crippled and, possibly, it 
might lead to new approaches 
toward treatment of the disease. 

“Whether it would have any 
value in the early detection and 
diagnosis of cancer is highiy 
problematical at this stage.”

9 Taxi Firms 
Face Penalty 
After Probe 


The Tokyo Land Transporta- 
tion Bureau yesterday decided 
to order nine taxi companies to 
suspend use of some of their 
taxis and 11 companies to im- 
prove their facilities. 


The decision was made after 
the bureau conducted a special 
inspection of 54 of Tokyo's 2758 
taxi companies for 2 days 
from April 9 in an allout effort 
to stamp out “kamikaze tdXis.” 


The. inspection covered 16 
items provided for in the Road 


Transportation Law. including 
rest, garage and driving 
schedules. 


The results showed that only 
one of the 54 companies in- 
spected passed on all the 16 
items. It was the Nikko Auto- 
moblle Co. Ltd. of Ikebukuro, 
Toshima Ward. 


Ten per cent of the cabs of 
all companies except Nikko 
were suspended from use for 
five days. 

Tt was also found that most 
of the drivers were not yet peid 
a minimum basic pay of ¥10,- 
000 despite the agreement 
reached among taxi cab opera- 
tors last month to pay the sum 
or more. 

Their basic pay was found 
to range from ¥3,000 to ¥5,000 
as in the past, forcing the 
drivers to earn more on a com- 
mission basis. The daily 
mileage covered by a cab 
averaged 230 miles as against 
the standard 150. 

The bureau said it would 
carry out a second inspection 
program May 20-June 15,

212 Firms Keep 
Dividends Same 


A Daiwa Securities Co. sur- 
vey has revealed that 212 com- 
panies distributed the same di- 
vidend amount for the March 
settlement term as for the pre- 
vious September term, it was 
announced yesterday. 

The survey was conducted on 
341 firms whose accounts were 
settled this March, out of a total 
of 602 companies listed with the 
Tokyo Stock Exchange.

Compared with the previous 
September settlement term, the 
number of companies paying’ 
increased dividend decreased 
by 10, that of dividend resum- 
ing companies also by 4, while 
decreased dividend paying com- 
panies increased by 22. 

The number of new nondivi- 
dend paying companies also in- 
creased by 14. 

The average dividend rate for 
the March settlement term was 
dropped to 11.3 per cent from 
123 per cent for the previous 
September term.

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Third Soviet Satellite 


Soviet Russia has launched its third and largest satellite, 
weighing nearly a ton and a half and equipped with in- 
struments which may be able to provide a good deal more 
information about outer space. 

According to Soviet scientists, Sputnik III is expect- 


ed to do explanatory work for 


future interplanetary rockets, 


“which will leave in the nearest future, in the next few 
years;” and it is clear that the Russians do not intend to 
rest on their past achievements but plan actively to pursue 


their spatial experiments. 


Mr. Khrushchev, who was highly delighted with the 
new Soviet achievement, could not disassociate it from his 


acknowledged rivalry with the United States. 


He declared 


he did not want to insult America or belittle its achieve- 


ments but “it would take a 
to compare with ours.” For 


lot of orange-sized sputniks 
years, he said, America had 


tried to surround and isolate the Soviet Union from West- 
ern technical advances, but in actual fact they had only 
surrounded and isolated themselves from Soviet scientific 
and technological achievements! 


We must not begrudge Mr. Khrushchev his eloquent 
self-satisfaction, and need only point out that what Soviet 
Russia has accomplished in this line of endeavor other 


nations can also accomplish. 


Some people may even question whether the time and 
money spent on the satellites will ever prove sufficiently 
rewarding. - And when Mr. Khrushchev says, “our Social- 
ist system has permitted us not only to beat the United 
States but to surpass it in science and in technology,” we do 


not believe this is true. By 


“Socialist,” Mr. Khrushchev 


means “Communist,” and judged by the results on human 
economy, we think it has been proved that the Communist 
countries’ progress is far behind that achieved in most of 


the free nations. 


Soviet Russia, however, has seen it fit to put a great 
deal of time and effort into this satellite program, and so 


far as it has been successful 


in achieving the looked-for 


results we may acknowledge the triumph. But this does 
not mean to say that the Western nations are behind Soviet 
Russia in general scientific achievement or in military 


science. 
As to the potential value

of earth satellites, we must 
While 


it is quite possible that some time in the future men may 
be able to undertake the journey, say, to the moon, we 


are doubtful about the value 


of such an achievement to 


mankind at large. As the moon is devoid of air and water, 
there caf be no thought of migration there on the part of 
earth dwellers who dislike the prevailing conditions on 


their own planet. 


Nor does it seem possible that any of 


the planets, not‘even Mars, could support animai life as we 


know it. 


These facts tend to make us believe that interplanetary 
explorations can have only a limited value and that the 
improvement of conditions on our own planet must be 
given first place in all future developments. 


There remains the question of the military value of 
manmade satellites, and also of the moon if men can ever 
get there to establish any kind of station or depot for 


occasional use. 


With the rapid growth of technical know!l- 


edge in connection with guided migsile and rocket propul- 
Sion, there is a possibility that space can be put to con- 


siderable military use. 


A leading Japanese rocket expert believes that the new 
Soviet satellite could be applied to future intercontinental 
“push button” warfare. Professor Hideo Itokawa of Tokvo 
University points out that the weight of the new satellite 
is about equal to the whole weapon load of a German V-2 


missile as used in World War IT. 


This fact carries the 


terrifying implication that it could be turned into an effici- 
ent sort of intercontinental ballistic missile, he declared. 
This aspect of the situation only serves to emphasize 


the need for harmonious political and ec 
tion on our earth so that warfare

Approach to Atomic Power 


Problems Attend Transition From Preparatory to Practical Stage 


Recent news developments 
show that the atoms-for-peace 
program of Japan has reached 
the stage where ways and 
means of utilizing nuclear pow- 
er for generation of electricity 
must be studied seriously as 
immediate practical problems. 
And these problems are not at 
all easy. 

The Japan-U.S. atomic power 
agreement was initialed in 
Washington, D.C, on April 28. 
This agreement provides for the 
supply of 2.7 tons ‘of enriched 
uranium over a 10-year period, 
as against six kilograms in the 
first agreement of 1955, 

The difference in the quan- 
tity of uranium indicates the 
difference In the nature of its 
use. The 2.7-on quota cannot 
be used up in pure research re- 
actors and Japan is actually 
planning to use the bulk of it 
for power generation purposes 
including operation of power 
generation test reactors. 

Similar agreements are ex- 
pected to be signed with Brit- 
ain and Canada shortly. And 
Japan is considering importa- 
tion of a Calder Hall type reac- 
tor from Britain as the first one 
for power generation. . 


New Phase 

The present situation may be 
sald to be passing from the 
preparatory phase to the 
practical phase. Japan's atoms- 
for-peace program dates back to 
1954, when the appreciation of 
its value was gradually gaining 
an upper hand over apprehen- 
sions that the atomic power 
program might be abused for 
military purposes, 

In the four-year period since 
then, the groundwork has been 
laid for the atoms-for-peace pro- 
gram. m accordance with the 
Atomic Energy Basic Law and 
two other laws concerning A- 
power administration, the 
Atomic Energy Commission,

the Atomic Energy Bureau, the 
Atomic Fuel Corporation and 
the Japan Atomic Energy 
Research institute were found- 
ed.

Chotee of Reactors 


To expand the program into

1975 at a total investment of 
¥ 1,409,000 million. 

As far as the legal setup and 
mere planning are concerned, it 
seems that the way is clear for 
a bright future where Japan 
will be assured of abundant 
supply of power from nuclear 
processes. But reality is not as 
easy as that. 

In the first place, the author!- 
ties concerned are experiencing 
difficulty in the choice of power 


generation reactors to be im- 
ported. A Calder Hall type 
reactor is considered as the 


likeliest choice but even this 
first choice is not final as yet. 

The British reactor is 
certainly better than the Amer- 
ican reactors now available, 
for example, the pressurized 
water type, as far as the power 
generation cost is concerned. 
But the central part of the 
Calder Hall reactor is made of 
a pile of graphite biocks with 
many holes in between. 

It is feared that strong earth-

As to the safety of that reac- 
tor, there is no complete agree- 
ment even among the scientists, 
who do not know, as @ matter of 
fact. even the exact intensity of 
really strong quakes that fling 
the needle off a seismograph. 
Under the circumstances, a lay- 
man cannot do any better than 
to watch the technical argu- 
ments with anxiety. 

Some scientists have recently 
raised andéther doubt about the 
Calder Hall reactor. According 
to them, the fission process in 
the reactor can progress with 
the rise of temperature. This 
is a really serious allegation, be- 
cause safety of a reactor is as 
sured only when the tempera- 
ture rises automatically retards 
the fission process, 


Compete for Bids 


While. authoritative clarifica- 
tion {s still lacking, the situation 
has been further muddled be- 
cause of competition among the 
reactor firms. They tend to dis- 
seminate information favorable 
to the particular type of reactor 
they produce, 

Japan has to make a start by 
importing foreign-made reactors 
and Britain's Babcock & Wliicox, 
Westinghouse and General Elec- 
tric, both of the United States, 
are at present making the stron- 
gest bids. Japanese reactor 
firms are affillated with them 
through technical assistance 
agreements. 

Should the Japanese firms try 
to influence the choice political- 
ly, the attempt would be bound 
to snarl the matter that must 
be determined from a scientific 
viewpoint. 

When even the choice of the 
first power generation reactor 
stirs a controversy, the long- 
range power generation program 
must be considered as still un- 
determined in terms of con- 
crete technological details. How 
the 2.7-ton supply of enriched 
uranium, aside from the sup- 
plies from Britain and Canada, 
will actually be used is a ques- 
tion that cannot be answered 
honestly at this stage. 


Japan Should Wait 


One of the exponents of scho- 
larly skepticism is Dr. Mitsuo 
Taketani of St. Paul's University 
in Tokyo, who left recently for 
Brazil to assume a research post 
there. He thinks that Japan 
should wait till sufficient tech- 
nological data become available 
concerning power generation re- 
actors. He also maintains that 
Japan would probably do bet- 
ter by counting upon the devel- 
opment of the fusion process 
for power generation purposes. 
The British ZETA at Harwell, 
for example, is an attempt to 
tame the fusion process for 
peaceful use. 

The reason why the fusion 
process is preferred to the fis- 
sion process is that the former 
vields virtually no radioactive 
residue or lethal ash. An art- 
nual total of 12 tons of iethal 
ash will result from operation 
of reactors that can generate 
electricity equivalent to 30 mil- 
lion tens of coal, according to 
Dr. Seitaro Nakamura at Tokyo 
University. That amount of 
lethal ash will surely pose a 
dificult problem of disposal. 


Atom-Powered Tankers 


It is obvious, however, that 
Japan cannot sit idly without 
actively exploring the possibil- 
ity of launching a practical pow- 
er generation atomic program. 
Atomic power is expected to be- 
come an important source of 
energy for Japan’s growing in- 
dustrial activities. 

The shipbuliding industry, for 
which Japan is known as one of 
the world's leading nations, is 
worthy of note in this connec- 
tion. Japan can ill afford to 
lag behind the advancement of 
technology to build atomic-pow- 
ered ships. The leading ship- 
bullders of Japan like the Ishi- 
kawajima Heavy Industries Co. 
and the Japan Mitsubishi Heavy 
Industries, Co. are blueprinting 
atomic-powered tankers. The 
reactors considered for use are 
the boiling type and the pressur- 
ized type, respectively. 

Some aspects of the problems 
confronting Japan's atorms-for- 
peace program seem certainly 
formidabie at this transitory 


stage. The problems must be 
tackled in a way that will not 
permit excessive political or 
comrmnoercial considerations to 


misguide Japan's approach to 
atomic power.

Guardian Sisters 


In Okinawa, brothers have 
great respect for their sisters, 
who are considered their guar- 
dians. Sister respect has reach- 
ed almost the degree of religi- 
ous worship. 

When a young man goes on 
a journey, he carries a lock of 
his sister's hair, or a tenuguil 
(Japanese towel) given by her 
as a talisman to protect him 
during the trip. The talisman 
tenugui is usually white and 
made of palm fiber cloth or cot- 
ton. 

A commonly 
song runs: 

“Onari-ga tesa ji, maboru 
kandaimono, Hikimawachi ta- 
maware, Yamato made-mo.” 
(The sister's tenugui is my 
guardian deity, protect me even 
to the land of Nihon.) 

Once a young man went out 
on a boat, but a storm arose and 
caused a big leak, a story says. 
He prayed to the tenugul giv- 
en by his sister, and a Takase 
shellfish appeared, filling the gap 
in the ship bottom. So he man- 
aged to return safely. Ever 
since hats worn by the people 
to shade them from the sun 
have been made in the shape 
of Takase shells. 

Young men so respect their 
sisters that at New Year's celeb- 
rations and other festivals, spe- 
cial festive foods are first offer- 
ed to the sister. 

In Okinawa, sisters are called 
Onari. But this term is aiso 
used in many districts of Japan 
proper. In many rural areas, 
the women who bring the mid- 
day lunch to the ricefield at rice 
planting time are called Onari. 
In Hiroshima district, women’s 
work in cooking is called 
Onari. 

In many places, also, Onari 
jis mentioned in rice-planting 
songs. Thus it is believed that 
women who served in the sacred 
religious rice-planting ritual 
were called by this name.

The ‘Nhan Van’ Affair

One of the chief problems of 
a Communist government is 
how to manage the Intelligent- 
sia. The intelligentsia may be 
very useful to a Communist Par- 
ty in opposition but if the party 
becomes the Government, diffi- 
culties arise. 


The Government cannot do 
without the intellectuals alto 
gether. The intelligentsia sup- 
plies technical experts and with- 
out ther it is impossible to build 
socialism. Their services can- 
not be commanded under threat 
and they have to be Kept in 
good humor but if they are fav- 
ored they follow the instinct of 
their class and begin to think 
and talk with daring freedom. 

The special characteristics of 
the intelligentsia all over the 
world are individualism and a 
disposition to criticize. Com 
munism finds it very hard to 
tolerate this. It is not simply 
a matter of Communist bigotry. 
Criticism threatens the Commu- 
nist system. 


The problem of the inteliigent- 
sia has been acute in China but 
recent events in the Communist 
state of North Vietnam show it 
in an especially vivid form. 


In the autumn of 1956 a 
magazine of the intellectuals 
called “Nhan Van" “was sup- 


pressed after five issues. How- 
ever, the Communist Party of 
North Vietnam decided to make 
a new bid for winning over the 
intellectuals and founded the 
Vietnam Artists and Writers 
Association which was to be 
strictly Communist. In May of 
last year the association an- 
nounced that it would bring out 
a weekly called “Van.” Its 
staff was carefully chosen for 
political orthodoxy. 


At first all went well. “Van” 
was full of straight Communist 
propaganda, the only trouble 
being that it was terribly dull. 
Even the other Comr unist 
newspapers commented on this. 


However, better dull than 
unorthodox. 
Suddenly, in November of 


last year, it began to publish 
stories and cartoons lampooning 
the Government. Writers who 
had appeared in the suppressed 
“Nhan Vah" began once again 
to be printed. The Vietnamese 
are masters of literary am- 
biguity which made it possible 
for them to write obvious 
satire without laying them-

De Gaulle

PARIS (AP)—A tall, tactless 
general stepped from virtual ob- 
scurity 18 years ago this month 
to become a living symbol of 
France's will to continue the 
fight against the German in- 
vader. 

When resistance had collaps- 
ed in France, Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle broadcast a rallying cry 
from London: “France has lost 
a battle, but France has not 
lost the war.” 

In 1944 De Gaulle strode 
through delirious Paris to the 
acclaim of millions. Hailed as 
a liberator, he became the Presi- 
dent of the French Provisional 
Government. 

But in 1946, dissatisfied with 
the turn French political life 
hed taken, he withdrew from 
an active political role. His 
party, the Rally of the French 
People, began to dwindle and 
in 1953 it was dissolved. De 
Gaulle waited for a call to lead 
the nation, but none came. 

Now he has said he is ready 
to lead France again. RHightists 
have clamored for his return, 
and many Frenchmen believe 
he alone can unite the country 


in the face of the Algerian mili- 
tary revolt. 

But the 67-year-old general's 
hostility toward party politics 
and his own stern, authoritar- 
jan nature have aroused power- 
ful opposition. 

Despite the strong feelings 
most Frenchmen have about De 
Gaulle, he stands as a towering 
political enigma. He has re 
fused to make public statements 
and few of his remarks in pri- 
vate conferences have been re- 
vealed. 


He has used the mystery sur- 
rounding him to full advantage, 
but once his views were gener- 
ally known he might arouse 
fierce antagonisms even among 
his current supporters. He 
probably does not, for exam- 
ple, share all the views of the 
right-wing Algeria extremists. 


De Gaulle was born on Nov. 
22, 1890, when France's power 
and prestige were great. In re- 
cent years, perhaps he made a 
decision about what he will do 
in an effort to restore those 
days of glory, with his own 
hand firmly at the wheel.

“Van™" has 
been heavily censured in all the 
genuinely Communist papers.

This attack has been kept up. 
But it is significant §§ that 
subversive writers had begun 
to creep into some of the most 
orthodox government publica- 


tions. Clearly there are in- 
tellectuals inside the Govern 
ment organizations who are 


willing to give a helping hand 


to the protest which is being 
made by their class. 
Communists have been so 


much stung by the sniping at 
them that they have now fallen 
back on crude methods of terror 
and in April they arrested three 
prominent writers. Will this 
silence others, at least for more 
than a month or so? 


Communists believe that the 
problem they face is a passing 
one. The present generation of 
intelligentsia will hand on their 
knowledge and skill to the 
proletariat which is more czay 
to discipline. But is it really so 
simple? The enlightened man 
of whatever class is an in- 
dividualist and a critic. The 
Communists are struggling 
against the spirit of man not 
against a social class. Com- 
munism can scarcely hope to 
subdue this so easily.

- De Gaulle’s Chances 


PARIS (AP)—One thing to 
remember about France in the 
present crisis is that the coun- 
try has fought off attempted 


coups d'etats before and never 
went fascist, even though every 
major country around it had 
brought in dictators. 


Another thing is that Metro- 
politan France has shown no 
serious sign of the frenzy which 
gripped Algeria. 


These two factors alone make 
it appear to many observers 
here that it is extremely unlike- 
ly any sudden coup d'etat would 
bring In a wholly new type of 
government into power in 
France. 

That does not mean that De 
Gaulle cannot or will not be 
brought into power in France, 


He might be. But if he is, it 
is likely to be by the orderly 
procedure of being chosen by 
the President to head the Gov- 
ernment—if the present one 
falla. 


The present Government in 
these troubled hours seems to 
be taking steps to prevent ex- 
cited followers of De Gaulle 
from grabbing power. 

The crisis included two major 
factors. 

One is that the followers of 
De Gaulle may seek to whip 
public despair with the present 
parliamentary government into 
@ positive decision to do some- 
thing about it, 

Another is that the crisis is 
spreading a wave of semi- 
rebellion in Algeria that has 
seen a new combination of de- 
termined army officers and civi- 
lians taking over civil authority 
in a large number of cities and 
towns of the colony already torn 
by the Moslem nationalist insur- 
rection,

groups, above all Gen. Jacques 
Maesu and his committee of offi- 
cers and colonials, indicated 
they would not be content with 
any government in Paris but a 
De Gaulle Government. 

Rut unless the Pflimlin Gov- 
ernment gives way to despair 
or is dethroned by continued 
parliamentary division, the 
forces in Algeria will have few 
means of imposing their will on 
Metropolitan France. 


Just to show De Gaulle’s men 
how tough it can be, two major 
labor unions—one controlled by 
the Communists and one by the 
Socialists—put their men on 
notice that a general strike 
would be called if De Gaulle 
threatens to come to power. 


A Catholic trade union made 
a somewhat similar announce- 
ment, 


In recent weeks this corre- 
spondent has inquired exten- 
sively about the possibility of 
De Gaulle coming to power and 
about the danger that an army 
disgusted with France's style 
of parliamentary government 
might try to grab control. 


The answer seems to be that 
political leaders—and they have 
a very real national following— 
will not accept De Gaulle unless 
he outlines his policies. He 
never has—not clearly enough 
for anyone to list them tersely. 

As to the army, it is a tradi- 
tionally democratic army and 
even the 500,000 soldiers now in 
Algeria are for the most part 
draftee sons of the very families 
who voted for the moderate par- 
ties now In control in the As- 
sembly.

to the civillan government In 
power. 

The military forces doubtless 
would obey De Gaulle if he got 
into power but political leaders 
here believe they would not 
take action in France to put 
him into power, 

However much military lead- 
ers In Algeria may gain control 
there, they would find it mighty 
difficult to get over to France, 
even if the army would follow 
them, which most observers 
here believe is doubtful. 

The navy, based mainly in 
Toulon on the French Mediter- 
ranean coast, has shown not 
the slightest disposition to aid 
the new movement in Algeria. 

With the navy loyal, no army 
could be brought from Algeria 
to France. 

The one time in recent years 
that the afmy has been put to 
the test in putting down a fas- 
cist type rebellion, it turned its 
guns on a civilian mob rushing 
the Assembly and fired, killing 
a goodly number and wounding 
others. 

Soldiers held the bridge that 
kept the rioters away from the 
Assembly. 

That was in 1934. By that 
time both Germany and Italy 
had surrendered to fascist die- 
tators but France fought it off 
and fought off pressure of 
Franco-sympathizers when Gen. 
Franco set up a dictatorship in 
Spain through the 1936-39 civil 
war. 

All that could change, for 
France has been sorely tested 
-—and much divided—by the 
costly and indecisive operations 
against the Arab rebellion in 
Algeria, 

But the fact remains that 
coups <d’etats don't come off 
easily in this country, 
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
